Many heavy taxpayers and the bulk 


of tho citizens at large aro BoriouBly con- 
cerned over tho proposed action of the 
city trustees to have tho etone gutters 
paved with bitumen. 


The ostensible design of this work is 


to provide a way whereby tho storm 
water may flow, outside of the city, and 
not stand in pools to teeter in the sun us 
has been the case in some places since 
the bituminous pavement wua laid. 


It ia asserted that repairing tho gutters 


in this way will not enable all the water 
to flow out for the simple reason thatthe 
streets in some instances have been 
graded in opposition to all the known 
principles ol science and common sense. 
Tho dtp of the land is towards the South 
era Paul lie railroad track, and the na ural 
supposition was that tho engineer who 
did the work would make the grades 
conform thereto. 


But this has not been done In every in- 


stance. The grade in Fresno street, in- 
stead of descending from the high land 
on K. street to the low land on H street, 
is made to dip in the opposite direction, 
that is from I.to K street. This grade, 
if continued, would have made a tunnel 
in the hill on which the Central school 
stands. As a result, the storm water 


owe from I street towards K, on Fresno, 
d whon it gets a little past the Barton 
era house it back3 up until it forms a 
ccn pool and evaporates under the 
rly summer sun in invisible clouds of 
smelling miasmatic vapor.
